Mor­ 
gan indicated that if the House 
did the same, foreign aid would 
not be dead but would be con­ 


tinued on an interim basis.

directive 


originally carried a deadline of 
Oct. 1 before House antiwar 


forces changed it to Dec. 31 to 
carry it

elections and give Nixon a long­

The directive would order all 
U.S. m ilitary forces in or over 
Indochina withdrawn so long as 
American 
prisoners were re­ 
turned, GIs missing in enemy

would be for protection of with­ 
drawing forces. 
The mandate woutd carry the 
force of law but not cut off 
money for the war as would 
have a measure approved by 
the Senate.

Wednesday night rejected by 
voice votes efforts to cut off 
U.S. aid to Cambodia and Thai­ 
land and to suspend aid to Por­ 
tugal.

Senate Bans Handguns Sale; 
Fate In House Is Uncertain 


Fined For Speeding 


WASHINGTON <AP) — A 
ban. on the sale of easily con- 
cealable handguns has been 
passed by the Senate and sent 
to an uncertain fate in the 
House. 
'the Senate passed the meas­ 
ure. 68 to ?5 late Wednesday 
aftcr three days of debate and 
overwhelming 
rejection 
of 
stronger gun controls. 
Sen. Birch Bayh, D-Ind., the 
bill’s chief sponsor, said it 
would “take out of the market­ 
place the weapons used most 
frequently by criminals." 
The .Senate bill is aimed pri­ 
marily at cheap, snub-nosed, 
light-weight handguns of the 
kind commonly called “Satur­ 
day night specials,” but it also 
would bar the sale of other 
higher-quality weapons that are 
easily concealed. 
Bayh said the bill would have 
prevented the legal sale of the 
guns used, to assassinate Sen. 
Robert F. Kennedy in 1968 and 
to shoot Alabama Gov. George 
C. Wallace three months ago. 
The attempted assassination 
of Wallace during his campaign 
for the Democratic presidential 
nomination spurred Senate ac­ 
tion on the measure. 
Bayh estimated the bill would 
ban the sale of about one mil­ 
lion of the 2% million pistols

Same Old Tune 
Played By Reds 
At Paris Talks 
PARIS (AP) — The Viet 
Cong insisted today “there is 
no other way” to end the Viet­ 
nam war except for the United 
States to get out and stop sup­ 
porting the present Saigon gov­ 
ernment. 
Blrs. Nguyen Thi Binh, chief 
negotiator for the Viet Cong, 
stepped up her attacks on the 
regime of President Nguyen 
Van Thieu of South Vietnam at 
the 154th session of the Pans 
peace talks. 
She called it “an adminis­ 
tration of repression and ter­ 
ror” which was “set up by the 
United States to serve as an in­ 
strument of ‘Yietna.mBa.tion’ of 
the war.”

When. Jim. Carlen arrived, on 
the Texas Tech campus two 
years ago, he brought a new 
sense of excitement and ex­ 
pectation to Southwest Confer­ 
ence football circles. 
He was poised, forthright and 
evangelistic. Indeed, some felt 
too much so. 
But to his first year the Red 
Raiders romped to an 8*3 sea­ 
son and into the Sun Bowl. The 
Associated Press named him 
Southwest Conference Coach of 
the Year. 
Last season was less glam­ 
orous and not without its storry 
moments, 
particularly 
when 
Carlen criticized the booster 
club after one of his players 
w a s booed . 
But more importantly, Car­ 
ton’s recruiting program, while 
to its infancy here, has brought 
change. The accent is on per­ 
sonal contact. 
“I think we’ve made people 
get out more,” Carlen said in 
an interview to his office over­ 
looking the artificial turf of 
Tech’s Jones Stadium. 
“I 
think 
all 
the 
young 
coaches 
are 
spending 
more 
time on the road now. I don’t 
think you can win a kid through 
an alumnus, but it helps having 
’em. You’ve got to be selective. 
* So 
I think 
recruiting to 
Texas has changed since I’ve 
been here. 'There’s nine SWC 
coaches and I’m the fifth old­ 
est, and I’ve been here two 
years. 
“You got the Tohilla (TCU), 
the Teaffs (Baylor), the Be- 
lards (Texas A&M) and the 
Conovers 
(Rice, 
that's 
four 
young coaches in the league, 
and that makes a difference. 
“They're out every day and 
every night and their coaches 


are out. We just see a lot more 
coaches on the road than we 
saw two years ago.” 
Texas is unique, Carton says, 
to the sense that it has more 
good high school football play­ 
ers than any other state, but it 
also has more colleges com­ 
peting for their talents. 
“We try to stay as close to 
home as possible because I 
think we can do a better job 
here than spread all over the 
country,” he said. 
“We’re trying to stay with 
'the Texas players 90 'per cent 
of the time. The other 10 per 
cent varies from New Mexico, 
Oklahoma and occasionally Cal­ 
ifornia . 
With 11 full-time coaches and 
four part-timers as recruiters, 
Tech 
representatives 
blanket 
the state In and out of football 
season. The goal is a singular 
one 'but the procedures are 
more than complex. 
Carton remains behind, some­ 
times watching two schoolboy 
contests a night and viewing 
game films. 
If Tech is on the road the 
game plan is altered. 
“Say we play Rice to Hous­ 
ton, ” Carton explained. 
“We 
cover the whole Houston area 
with our staff. They’ll go down 
Thursday. 
There’s 
a

of 
schools in Houston. You get 15 
people to there and you can see 
30 
games 
in 
person

there.” 
Upon their return, there is 
the analysis session, whereby 
players are rated by number. 
“A 'one* is being definitely 
good enough and we think he 
can play,” 
Carlen said.

‘two’ we think is good enough 
for a scholarship. A ‘three’ is 
very questionable. We didn’t 
take any ‘threes' this year. 
Carlen 
insists 
thst 
two 
coaches approve every pros­ 
pect. 
“Occass ion ally one coach will 
aay he’s good enough and one 
will say he’s not good enough, 
and then I get to it and decide 
myself.” 
Under SWC rules, a prospect 
is permitted only one official 
visit to the campus. Coaches 
normally like to' make it a 
memorable one. 


“We bring them out here, 
and we like to house them in 
cor own dorm^ory,” 
Carton 
said. “I don’t get 'em rent 
cars. I never have entertained 
a kid real big. 
“We want him to see campus 
life as it is, so when he comes 
back he’s not disillusioned and 
spoiled.” 
Conference rules permit is­ 
suance of 50 new scholarships a 
year but do not restrict the 
number of prospects who may 
'be1 invited to the campus. 
“I don’t reaUy bring a lot of 
players on campus,” Carlen 
said. “I only bring the ones we 
think are goodenough . . . 
“I’d rather not bring him and 
not have his pride hurt than to 
bring him here and then have 
to turn him down.” 
Carlen mid 110 youngster» 
were brought to. last year. 
Once on campus, he said, 
“We try to adjust him to what 
college life is all about. And I 
want him to see our school 
from the inside out, so he’ll 
know the good and the bad. 
And there’s good and bad to ev­ 
ery school. 
“And that’s our one visit.”

While this company, by any 
standard of measurement, is already an 
outstanding success in its field—100 mo­ 
tel properties with 10,000 rooms — its 
management is fully conscious of the 
fact that if it is to remain one of the 
top 15 hotel and motel chains in the na­ 
tion: it must continue to work to at­ 
tract the traveling public. It is utilizing 
trading stamps as a way of saying 
“Thank you for patronage.” Of course, 
as has been the case with merchants 
using trading stamps, there will be 
those who raise the old cry that promo­ 
tion means higher prices never having 
seemed to learn that promotion is what 
keeps the wheels of any enterprise turn­ 
ing and. in the long run, means better 
service, higher volume and lower prices. 
The principle of mass merchandising 
applies to the motel business just as it 
does to any other business. Every enter­ 
prise must* use some form of promotion 
to attract customers and stay in business. 
Trading stamps have proven one of the 
most economically sound and, from the 
standpoint of the customer, one of the 
most beneficial of all promotions.

In­ 
firmities are not in themselves sin; they 
are weaknesses of the body, of the mind 
and of the spirit which may be used of 
Satan to torment us and also as a means 
for causing us to sin. But, I repeat, in- 
íi i mities are not in themselves sin. More 
on infirmities tomorrow.

Throughout TV land, the eve­ 
ning local news show often 
comes forth like an electronic 
age Chautauqua. About the only 
things missing are a banjo in­ 
troduction and a llopi band 
doing a ceremonial rain dance. 
In pehaps 100 cities, local 
television stations have at­ 
tempted to zap up news presen­ 
tation in the highly successful 
manner 
achieved 
by 
Now 
York's ABC Channel 7 “Eye­ 
witness News.” 
The format calls for a variety 
of “communicators” in a re­ 
laxed and somewhat informal 
setting. They do not give the 
news so much as “discuss” it. 
The premise is that the viewer 
feels as though he is included 
in a conversation among well- 
informed. agreeable, exciting 
personalities. 
At Channel 7, it works won­ 
derfully well. 
Elsewhere, 
the 
imitations 
sometimes fail into bad taste, 
stupidity and plain dumb dem­ 
onstration'; of their amateurism 
as actors and-or newsmen. At 
one station out West, for ex­ 
ample. a report of a sordid 
murder was followed almost 
immediately by some childish 
bv-play in which the on-camera 
‘•communicator” could not sup­ 
press laughter. 
Back at ABC’s Channel 7, on 
the 18th Floor of the executive 
building along Manhattan’s Av­ 
enue of the Americas, sits the 
37-year-oid TYr inventor of the 
new format: Albet T. Primo. 
Sometimes, hearing of what 
is going on at other stations, he 
may ask what he hath wrought. 
If he doesn't, others do. 
What hath you wrought, he 
w as asked. 
“The second generation of 
television news journalism,” he 
said. “We are serious and con­ 
scientious as newsmen. The dif­ 
ference with traditional TV 
journalism is that we are more 
informal and our reporting is 
made more understandable In 
the human terms of our view­ 
ers.” 
As to the news content and 
the approach to news, Primo 
said the key difference came in 
shifting emphasis from what 
happened to what does it mean 
to me? 
It all began Nov. 17, 1968, 
with the Eyewitness label and 
Roger Grimsby, whose sort of 
toui-ih guv'. hardline, no-non­ 
sense news reporte image 
projected a bit of the tradition­ 
al, conventional newsman, and 
Bill Beutel. whose youthfulness 
and good looks had patent ap­ 
peal for the pre-Geritol set, as 
coanchormen. 
Primo also began to switch 
an old practice in the new's 
business: instead of training re­ 
porters to became experts in 
v a r i o u s specialized fields, 
Primo trained the experts as 
newsmen. 
And so, Frank Gifford, the 
flashy pro football star, and 
Jim Bouton, a more than liter­ 
ate baseball player, took on 
sports reporting chores. Kevin 
Sanders came on as the sort of 
house intellectual — an at large 
critic on all maters cultural. 
Melba Tolliver, a n attractive 
young black woman, was dis­ 
covered in the ABC steno pool 
and was sent to school to learn 
journalism and return as a re­ 
porter. 
Geraldo 
Rivera, 
a 
Puerto Rican who was a store­ 
front lawyer, is the show's 
people expert. 
Asked whether this blend 
might not be the same as the 
cynical political ploy in which a 
party figures it needs one Cath­ 
olic, one Jew, one Protestant, 
one black, one farmer, one this 
and one that, Primo said such 
factors played a role but that 
the thing was to find people 
who complemented one another 
and who worked well together. 
One criticism of the format of 
such news shows is that there 
is a good bit of horseplay and 
inside gags which intrude on 
the delivery of news and tar­ 
nishes its quality. Primo said 
there was a danger that this 
could happen but that it was 
the job and duty of the news 
director or producer to keep 
the show disciplined. 
What Primo hath wrought 
has had its rewards. 
ABC-TV loeal news on Chan­ 
nel 7 moved from being non­ 
competitive (as far as the rat­ 
ings) to by-passing both CBS 
and NBC. 
For Primo, it has brought 
him the 18th floor office and a 
new title: vice president news.

One of the few things left in 
the world providing good, clean 
entertainment for the entire 
family, was the description 
given me for the Indiana State 
Fair. 
Gates are scheduled to open 
for the event, August 17-27. so 
I checked with Lew Breiner, 
director of publicity. “We have 
made over a million dollars 
worth of improvements since 
the record breaking Fair last 
year,” he said. 
Like all remodeling projects, 
you always “sweat out” the 
completion date as the fair 
approaches. Last year it was 
questionable whether the new 
Grandstand would be ready in 
time. This year it is the air 
conditioning of the Exposition 
Hall and new roof on the four 
and one half acre Cattle Barn. 
Materials are on hand, and both 
projects are expected to be done 
by fair time. Other projects 
included repainting the inside of 
the Coliseum, refurbishing the 
Natural Resources building, air 
conditioning the cafeteria of the 
Farmer’s Building, and con- 
v e r t i n g the old Indiana 
University Building into a new 
Lincoln Theater. 
B r e i n e r 
observed: 
“A 
California company built an 
animated figure of Lincoln for 
the World’s Fair which makes 
some 68 movements. It ended 
up in Disneyland. They built 
another one which performs 100 
movements which we will have 
for twenty free shows a day 
running seventeen minutes.” 
First show is scheduled for 
August 22, with the recording 


made up of excerpts from many 
Lincoln speeches, 
The State Fair is “youth 
oriented,” with more than 35,000 
young people participating in 
exhibits, contests and demon­ 
strations. Outside of the week- 
ends, largest day’s attendance 
is recorded on High School 
Band Day, scheduled for August 
23. Some 8,000 High School band 
members compete for the state 
title. There is a contest for 
Cheer-leaders, baton twirlers, 
along with 4-H competition. 
Governor Edgar D. Whitcomb 
has been one of the staunchest 
supporters of the Fair, and 
B r e i n e r hopes our next 
Governor is also interested. He 
commented that 
Whitcomb 
attends almost every day of 
every Fair since elected but 
would be out of town this year. 
T he 
Republican 
National 
Convention conflicts. Whitcomb 
visited the Ohio State Fair his 
first year in office, returning 
to suggest improvements in the 
Indiana event. One comment 
was on the dirty grounds, and it 
has improved each year since. 
Breiner said: “We have 30 
men on the grounds at all times 
with trash sticks. We found that 
people will put trash in barrels 
if they are available and empty. 
Last year we had one packer 
truck constantly making the 
rounds to empty barrels, and 
this year we will have two 
trucks..” 
During the Fair it takes some 
1.800 employees in addition to 
the concessionaires to run the 
event. Traffic control, including 
ticket takers and parking lot 


attendants make up the largest 
single group. Inside parking is 
always a major headache and 
was partially solved last year. 
This year they hope to do even 
better. 
Breiner said: “Our goal is to 
never have a gate closed or 
to turn anybody sway. It may 
he impossible but we are trying. 
The biggest problem is to keep 
the various parking areas full 
when people leave.” A man was 
stationed on top of the Coliseum 
last year to direct traffic flow 
and to spot open parking spaces 
in lots which had been closed 
when filled. Communications 
w as 
the 
main 
problem 
preventing the system from 
working efficiently. This year 
every parking lot supervisor 
will maintain “walkie-talkie” 
contact with the observer and 
admit enough cars to fill the 
holes as they develop. 
Special attraction tickets are 
selling well, with .Sonny and 
Cher sold out almost before it 
was advertised. Draft Horses 


are back with the differences 
settled between exhibitors and 
the Fair Board. Entries are up 
in 
evey 
department 
with 
competition making the end 
product. 
Harness racing, once the 
backbone of the Indiana State 
Fair, has suffered a declining 
attendance over the past few 
years. Special emphasis, has 
been placed on the races, this 
year in promotion and paid 
advertising of the Fair. A few 
have blamed the lack of betting 
for the falling 
attendance. 
Breiner does not think it is the 
cause. He said: “The precision 
and grace required by trotters 
and pacers make them worth 
watching. 
We 
didn’t 
have 
betting a few years ago when 
20,000 people cama to see 
Neville Pride set a new world’s 
record.” 
New cement retaining walls 
bring both autos and motor­ 
cycles back to race, “You all 
come.”

PURDUE UNIVERSITY 


LAFAYETTE, Ind. - Weaker 
soybean, bog and fed cattle 
prices are in prospect for the 
next several weeks, according 
to 
Purdue 
U n i v e r s i t y 
agricultural economists. Corn 
prices are expected to remain 
about steady. 
A downward trend in soybean 
prices is likely, but continued 
strong demand will tend to keep 
a firm undertone in the market 
However, as harvest approaches 
new crop beans will probably 
average 10 to IS cents a bushel 
below mid-July levels. 
A $2 to $3 per hundredweight 
drop from summer peaks is 
likely for butcher hog prices 
through 
August 
and 
early 
September, the economists say. 
(In the first week of July all 
barrows 
and 
gilts 
at 
In­ 
dianapolis averaged $29.25.) 
Choice steer prices are ex­ 
pected to decline $2-$4 per 
hundredweight during August 
and September. (A 23-year high 
of $10 per hundredweight was 
paid for choice steers at Omaha 
in early July.) Choice steer 
prices are expected to range 


from $35-$37 through September. 
Corn prices are expected to 
average near mid-July levels 
for the next few weeks, the 
economists assert. Prices for 
new crop corn will likely move 
below loan levels as the harvest 
nears, and prospects are for 95- 
cent to $l-a-bushel com on a 
No. 2 basis. 
1 n d i a n a 
dairymen have 
received prices for fluid milk 
that averages 15 to 20 cents per 
hundredweight higher than a 
year ago. This price increase 
is expected to continue during 
the remainder of 1972. 
Egg prices are expected to 
increase seasonaly — six to 
eight cents a dozen —* during 
August and September. Mid- 
July prices (33 cents a dozen 
for Grade A large at wholesale 
in 
Chicago) 
reflect 
ample 
production and weak consumer 
demand. 
Turkey prices are likely to 
average near to slightly above 
mid-July levels (33 cents a 
pound for 14-20 pound toms in 
New York wholesale markets) 
during August and September.

You’ve come a long way , baby , 
and now Uncle Sam wants 
you—in the Army, Air Force, 
Navy and Marines. 
As an enticement, long-stand­ 
ing sex barriers to promotion 
and 
assignments 
have 
been, 
dropped as the armed forcee, 
though somewhat reluctantly, 
have begun to recognize women 
as equals. 
With a changing eye toward 
m o t h e r h o o d , the military 
recently allowed female offi­ 
cers and enlisted women to do 
what many women do—have 
children and raise a family. 
There are female generals 
and admirals. Women soon will 
serve aboard ships at aea, and 
there may even be tbe rustle of 
skirts at West Point and Anna­ 
polis in the not-too-distant fu­ 
ture. 
Four years ago, this was un­ 
heard of at the Pentagon. 
If they weren’t nurses, wom­ 
en were limited mostly to being 
secretaries in uniform. The 
highest rank was colonel. Preg­ 
nancy meant automatic dis­ 
charge, whether married or 
single. 
Secretary of Defense Melvin 
R. Laird is responsible for 
many of the changes. Since tak­ 
ing 
office 
in 1969, 
he 
has 
pushed hard for equal oppor­ 
tunity, not only for blacks and 
other minorities, but for women 
as well. 
T h e 
women’s 
liberation 
movement has bad some in­ 
fluence, but the military also 
has realized that as draft calls 
wind down, the services will 
need women to help meet their 
needs in the transition to an a.U- 
volunteer force next year.

present,

counting for about 1.5 per cent 
of the total number of Ameri­ 
cans in uniform. 
“By bringing in more women, 
the Army will be able to reduce 
the number1 of men. required in.

jobs,”

Brig. Gen. Mildred C. Bailey, 
director of the Women’s Amy 
Corps. 
She announced Monday that 
WAC strength will double to 
24,000 by 1978 as women are 
put to work as missile-repair

Dr. Bowen cannot use Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s name in his own 
media campaign without per­ 
mission and without charging 
Nion for part of the advertis­ 
ing. The President cannot he 
given free advertising in pro­ 
motions for state candidates. 
"We regret we cannot tie in 
closely with the President and 
rely on his name," Neal said. 
"Bowen’s 
advertising 
will be 
more expensive today.” 
Dr. O. C. Carmichael, South 
Bend financier, was named a 
special fundraiser for' Bowen 
Wednesday at a session of the 
Republican State Committee. 
John 
Burkhart, 
Indianapolis 
insurance 
company 
president, 
was elected committee treasur­ 
er, replacing resigned Robert 
A. Martin of Avon. 
Neal said Carmichael will try 
to raise $500,000 of the $700,000 
to $800,000 the party plans to 
spend on Bowen’s race. The In­ 
diana GOP budget for national, 
state and local campaigns is 
about $2 million. 
Neal said the GOP will have 
an uphill battle to match Demo­ 
cratic registration of young vot­ 
ers but it will concentrate on 
the non-college population of 18 
to 25-year-olds.

The I.U. contract is one of 
25 
awarded 
in 
20 states 
to 
provide more than $4,000,000 for 
programs in which more than 
1,000 students are enrolled. The 
contracts are the first to be 
awarded 
for 
this 
type 
of 
training by the Office of Special 
Programs 
a 
unit 
formed 
recently within the Bureau of 
Health 
Manpower 
Education. 
The 
bureau 
is 
the 
major 
e d u c a t i o n a l component of 
HEW s National 
Institutes

If you want 
to go to heaven, you ought to 
belong to my church.” “The 
church I go to is the only New 
Testament 
Church.” 
The in­ 
ference is, of course, that no 
one can he a Christian unless 
he belongs to the proper church. 
The word which we know as 
“church” in the New Testament 
means “an assembly summoned 
by 
a 
herald,” 
The 
New 
Testament writers borrowed the 
idea from the Greek City State 
principle. In each of the Greek 
cities, 
there 
wras 
complete 
democracy. Each person voted 
on each issue brought before 
him in, assembly. To call the 
people 
to 
vote, 
the 
Greeks 
s u m m o n e d 
them 
to 
the 
assembly 
with 
trumpeteers 
mounted 
on 
buildings. 
The 
group thus assembled was the 
ecclesia or church. Thus the 
church is an assembly sum­ 
moned by a herald, (God). 
It is important, of course, that 
the 
Christian 
belong to the 
assembly. But this is not his 
first order of business. 'What is 
important is his right to belong 
to (he 
assembly. 
It is his 
profession as a Christian that 
gives 
him 
the 
privilege 
of 
membership 
in 
the 
church. 
There are many churches where 
persons cannot become mem­ 
bers unless they agree to cer­ 
tain things. There is a church 
whose 
prospective 
members 
must promise that they will not 
d r i n k 
alcoholic 
beverages, 
dance, attend the theater, bowl, 
attend baseball games, or own 
and-or watch television. 
Now 
without 
condoning 
or 
condeming any of these prac­ 
tices, I would have to say that 
to 
use 
such 
criteria 
as 
a 
r e q u i r e m e n t for 
church 
membership is wrong. It is also 
a mistake to require that people 
undergo any kind of special 
ritual 
in 
order 
to 
become 
church 
members.

prerequisite for belonging to

I N D I A N A P O L I S — A 
grasshopper sparrow landed on 
a clothes line one day in Oc­ 
tober, 
1950 at the home of 
Dorthy Buck, near LaPoiie. 
The seemingly trivial incident 
started Mrs. Buck on an ab­ 
sorbing avocation that she 
expects will keep her busy all 
the rest of her life. Mrs. Buck 
is a past president of the 'In­ 
diana Audubon Society, and has 
held nearly every other office 
i n 
the 
society 
“except 
treasurer.” Currently she is 
membership chairman and is .in 
charge of planning for the 
society’s 75th anniversary ob­ 
servance next year. 
After Mrs, Buck’s encounter 
with the grasshopper sparrow, 
she wrote to the society and 
recalls that the late Dr. Earl 
Brooks, then a Nobles ville 
dentist, signed her up as a 
member. She has been trying 
ever since to get members to 
join the organization but con­ 
cedes there is a considerable 
lack of interest on the part of 
many Boosters. 
“I have been a bird watcher 
since I was 10,” Mrs. Buck 
recalled. “I know a lot of people 
think of bird-watchers as little 
old ladies in tennis shoes. But 
it is a good way to be sure 
you see nature. It is a good 
way to wake up each morning 
and realize that the Good Lord 
has given us another day.” 
Mrs. Buck, is no little, old 
lady in tennis shoes. Now 48, 
she has participated in many 
federal studies of the migratory 
habits of birds and worked to 
preserve the natural habitats 
for birds and other wild 
creatures. She received the first 
award given by the Indiana 
.Audubon Society for outstanding 
contribution to the preservation 
of natural resources.

“If the government wants 
these supplies moved, they 
should use their emergency 
powers,” one longshoremen’s 
official said. “The ball is in the 
government’s 
court—they 
should do something about it.” 
P r i m e Minister Edward 
Heath’s government last week 
declared a state of emergency 
to cope with the effects of the 
dock strike—which has crippled 
imports of food for animals and 
humans and stalled exports 
worth millions of dollars—but 
has not yet invoked it. 
The plight of the western 
isles and of the Shetland and 
Orkney islands off Scotland’s 


rely on supplies from the main­ 
land, was a foretaste of what is 
in store for all of Britain :if the 
strike goes on much longer. 
The islands are now seriously 
short of high protein food stuffs 
for animals, some food for 
people and fuel.

INDIANAPOLIS 
(AP)—A 
regulation prohibiting any per­ 
son older than 18 from being 
eligible to receive aid as a de­ 
pendent child of a welfare 
mother was approved Wednes­ 
day by the State Welfare 
Board. 
Under a previous regulation, 
now rescinded, certain 19 and 
20 year olds could be eligible 
for classification as dependent 
children if they were high 
school or vocational school stu­ 
dents. 
A recent federal court ruling 
in an Illinois case held that if 
any 10 and 20 year olds were 
eligible for aid all must be. 
Federal regulations do permit 
states to cut off aid when a de­ 
pendent child passes the age of 
18.

SAIGON (AP) — South Viet­ 
namese forces made their first 
gains in Quang Tri in two 
weeks, clearing the southern 
sector and knocking out 14 
tanks to the southwest of the 
city, but they suffered heavy 
casualties in a major enemy at­ 
tack in. the central highlands, 
field reports said today. 
A large North Vietnamese 
force heavily shelled a govern­ 
ment militia group of about 300 
men .in the highlands Wednes­ 
day night, 20 miles southwest of 
Pleiku and 15 miles from the 
Cambodian border.
